This specially denatured alcohol will 
be kept under strict bin veillance and 
governmental supervision. 


"For the completely denatured arti- 


cle, to every 100 gallons of'ethyl alco- 
hol will be added 10 gallons of wood 
alcohol and one-half gallon of benzine. 
The denatming process will be ac- 
complished on the distillery premises, 
where the alcohol is produced, in spe- 
cial bonded warehouses designated 
and used alonefoi denaturing purposes 
and for the storage of denaturing ma- 
terials. 
After alcohol has been dena- 


t'ired it will be removed from the dis- 
tillery premises and become a subject 
of either general distribution, if com- 
pletely denatured, or for distribution 
to the manufacturing establishments 
whose special denaturing formulae 
have been approved by the govern- 
ment 
While the price of completely 


•Senatured product can not be definite- 
ly stated, it is believed it will not be 
more than 33 cents a gallon. With re- 
gard to the specially denatured alco- 
hol, the pi ice of that will naturally 
vary according to the cost of the de- 
naturing ingredients selected to meet 
the necessities of the manufacturing 
industries. 


"These special agents will only be 


used wheie it is made perfectly appar- 
ent to the department that the indus- 
trial interests involved can not use 
completely denatuied alcohol by rea- 
son of the presence of wood alcolrol or 
benzine. In that case some other de- 
naturing agent or agents which will 
accomplish the purposes of destroying 
as far as possible the beverage quali- 
ties of the alcohol and at the samo 
time adapt the denatured aiticle to 
the special ends desired will be deter- 
mined. Manufactmoiy will be request- 
ed to furnish desiied foormuiae. to- 
gether with a sample of the denatur- 
ing agent produced, according to the 
formulate, and a s,,mple of the pure 
alcohol der.auiied with (his special 
agptit. These will be tho.ouglilx ex- 
amined In the depaitiiient.il laboia- 
tories. and if it is decided that the- ie- 
quii'einents of the law ti-v :.i«(. (hen 
their use will be permitted. 


"Manv manufactiuers recover large 


propoitions of alcohol originally used 
and i"iibo same at the present time; 
this privilege will be extended to the 
denatured product, and if necessary 
for its iciiso. the proptietors of man- 
ufacturing plants will be allowed to 
redistil and ^denature the recovered 
alcohol under government supervision. 
In this way increased economy in the 
use of the de-iatuied product will be 
secured." 


Tliis legislation is in harmony with 


similar enactments adopted by nearly 
all foreign countries. 
Great Britain 


In 1835 legislated on this subject along 
the samo lines, and France, Germany, 
Austria and virtually all the continen- 
tal powers furnish alcohol free of tax 
Cor the uses stalled.
